Oxford, Mich., May 27.— From re- 
ports that continue to come in from 
adjacent points tho fnll force of the 
fierce wind that swept this part of the 
6tato is beginning to be appreciated. 
Everywhere is devastation. Villages 
that were tho homes of contented citi- 
zens are today desolate sites and 
maimed and bruised fathers, mothers, 
brothers and sisters mourn for those 
who met death in tho twisting, grind- 
ing, resistless wind. The death roll in 
this vicinity may run to the hundred 
mark, for many homes that were on tho 
edge of tho cyclone suffered from its 
fury. With nearly all the telephone 
and telegraph wires down it is not easy 
to get particulars.

TARIFF LAW CHANGED. 

Rebate on Alcohol I .| In the Art* or 
Medicinal Compound* Uepenled. 

Washington. May 27.— Tho house 
yesterday, by a vote of 165 to Oft. passed 
tho bill for tho repeal of Section 81 of 
the present tariff law providing for a re- 
bate on alcohol used in the arts or me- 
dicinal compounds. An amendment 
was* attached to the bill providing for 
a joint commission to consist of three 
members, each house to examine and 
report on all questions relating to free 
alcohol at tho next session. 

Tho opposition to tho measure came 
almost entirely from the eastern and 
New England states. An analysis of 
the vote shows that 50 Democrats, 104 
Republicans and 5 Populists voted for 
the bill, and CO Republicans and 9 Dem- 
ocrats against the bill. 

The senate amendments to the gen- 
eral deficiency bill, excepting tho French 
spoliation claims and claims under the 
Bowman act, were disagreed to and tho 
bill sent to conference. 

In the Senate. 

Washington, May 37.-«-Tariff and 
finance each camo in for a share of con- 
sideration in tho senate yesterday. 
Early in the day Mr. Sherman succeed* 
ed in having tho filled cheese bill taken 
up, whempon Mr. Dubois (Rep., Ida.) 
offered an amendment adding 75 cents 
per barrel to tho tax on beer. Tho sen- 
ator said his amendment was Intended 
to test the sincerity of senators who ex- 
pressed tho patriotic desire to aid tho 
treasury by raising more revenue. 

Mr. Sherman opposed tho amendment 

as a skilful means to defeat tho cheese 
bill. His motion to defeat the Dubois 
amendment was defeated, yeas 28, nays 
30. On tho question of adopting tho 

amendment the debate became general. 

Senators Mills and Gray supporting and 
Nelson, Aldrich and Vilas opposing it. 
The bill and pending beer amendment 
were displaced at 2 o'clock by the bond 
bill which was advocated by Mr. Pritch- 
ard ( Rep. , N. C. ) and opposed by Mr. 
Lindsay (Dem., Ky. ). 

A bill was passed to pension, at $7 5 a 
month, the widow of General George 
Spencer, at one timo United States sen- 
ator from Alabama.

The Christian Endeavor Society Wilis an 
Important Victory. 

Saratoga, May 27.— Christian En- 
deayor won a victory yesterday in the 
Presbyterian general assembly. Those 
interested in tho movement were in tho 
majority, and they exercised their 
power. They eliminated most of the 
report of the committee on the relations 
of young people to tho church, and dis- 
charged the committee. The sum total 
of tho assembly's action comprised tho 
adoption of "A statement of rola'ions 
between individual societies and 
churches,'* which was directed to bo 
lead In the various societies, aud of a 
provision for the collection of Christian 
Endeavor statistics. Provision was also 
made for a committee to report on tho 
brotherhood of Andrew and Philip and 
on boys' brigades. 

Tho discussion on tho report on homo 
missions showed that the assembly was 
on the brink of an outbrenk on the sub- 
ject of a new Presbyterian building in 
New York. Tho action finally taken 
has been variously Interpreted. It con- 
templated tho inauguration of syuodicul 
s us t> -nation of the mission work within 
the bounds of eaoh synod, and some of 
the members of the assembly have es< 
pressed themselves as behoving this to 
be the first step toward tho disintegra- 
tion of tho board of home missions. 
The resolutions provide for closer pres- 
byterial inspection of requisitions on 
the mission board; for a movement 
toward self-support within each pres- 
bytery and synod, and for a committee; 
of nine to adviso with tho board as to 
retrenchment, the causes of tho debt, 
and Unproved methods of retrench- 
ment.

WALLING OK TRIAL. 

Charged With Complicity in the 
Pearl Bryan Murder. 

JACKSON'S PARTNER IN CRIME. 



The Isual IIIr Crowd About the Newport 
Jail, but Only a Few That Sought Ad- 
mission - Tho Work of Securing; a Jury. 
Four Challenge!! on the Fart or the 
State — Names of Those Selected. 

Nkwpout. Ky., May 27.— The trial of 
AlfJOM Walling, for the murder of 
Pearl Bryan, began yesterday. Tin- 
crowd outside the courthouse was nu- 
merically greater than any that had 
gathered at the Jackson trial, but in the 
courtroom there were only a Jew spec- 
tutors. Walling attracted the same at- 
tention that his colleague in crime had 
attracted two weeks ago. 

Colonel Washington and W. T. Shop, 
herd, counsel for the defense, and Col- 
onel Lockhart, Colonel Nelson and 
Ramsey Washington, for the procecu- 
tion, were present when court was con- 
vened. Colonel Nelson was the recipi- 
ent of a hugo bouquet of roses from an 
admirer. 

Silos Hays, the Greencastle attorney 
who is to assist in the prosecution, will 
not arrive Until a case in which he is in- 
terest at Greenc astle is concluded. 

Of tho 100 jurors summoned all re- 
sponded except one, W. H. Timmerman, 

who has been dead for more than a year. 
Two were excused for not being house- 
keepers, one by reason of being a mem- 
ber of council, and one, James Pagan, 
of Newport, as having been a member 
of the grand jury that returned the in- 
dictment against the defendant. Six 
were excused lrom serving owing to 

their physical inability, substantiated 

by physicians' certificates, four as they 
did not hear well, ami three on account 
of illness iu their families. Twelve of- 
fered as grounds for excuso that their 
private business demanded their atten- 
tion. These were all refused. 

At 10:10 O'clock Walling was brought 
into the courtroom, He was neatly 
dressed and had a very prepossessing 
appearance. 

Both sides announced themselves as 
ready for trial. 

Walling'! brother Charles, a farmer, 
living near Oxford, was in the court- 
room. 

The individual examination of per- 
sons was begnn H by calling 12 men. the 

commonwealth and defense both waiv- 
ing the right to a challenge of the 
panel. 

James Boh n was excused, as he was 
opposed to capital punishment, James 
Kidney had an opinion that the evi- 
dence could not change, and he was ex- 
cused. 

A formed opinion that the evidence 
could Dot change excused Frank Emer- 
son. John F. Utting was excused for 
tho same cause, as were James Ncus- 
ptOkel and Charles Theis. 

John M. Borates was excused, as ho 
understood English very imperfectly. 

George W. fivers had formed an 
opinion that precluded the possibility of 
giving the defendant a fair trial. Frank 
Veith was excused for the same cause, 
as w as Conrad Koch. 

Theodora Marts had an opinion as to 
the guilt or innocence of the defendant 
that the evidence could not change. 

The first panel was exhausted with- 
out a juror being secured. Another 
panel was called and sworn. 

Adam Haas had formed an opinion 
that the evidence could not change as 
to the guilt of Walling based on tho 
evidence of tho Jackson case, as ap- 
peared in the newspapers, and was ex- 
cused. 

The 14th one examined was accepted, 
Withstanding a rigid examination of 
both sides. He was Henry Diets, a 
carpenter, living at Coto Brilliant, a 
suburb of Nt>wix>rt. 

William Lipert was excused he as had 

an unchangeable opinion. 

The next juror-elect was accepted. 
He was Charles Peteis. a br^-k mason 
of Dayton. Ky. He said he was op- 
posed to capita] punishment on circum- 
stantial evidence. 

Ben Hehman of Bellevns was also ac- 
cepted. He is a porter employed in 
Cincinnati.

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FREE SILVER IN MEXICO, 



Extract From the Speech of Secretary 
Carlisle to the Workingmon 
of Chicago. 



Our neighboring republic of Mexico, 
with a constitutional government very 
similar to our own, with an area of 767,- 
000 square inileB and a population of only 
about 12,000,000, w ith almost marvelous 
natural resources awaiting development, 
and offering a most inviting Held for the 
investment of capital and the employ- 
ment of labor, has the silver standard of 
value, gold not being in use, and if cheap 
money is a blessing to the laboring man 
he ought to be prosperous and happy in 
that country. The Mexican dollar con- 
tains .'.77.17 grains of pure silver, or nearly 
six grains more than is contained in our 
dollar, and yet, not being sustained by a 
monetary system which keeps it at a par- 
ity with gold, it is worth only about 53 
cents in our money. Wages are paid in 
silver and are very low in comparison 
with the wages paid in this country for 
the same sendees, in many instances not 
being half as much, while the prices of 
commodities generally are much higher 
than they are here. The prices of im- 
ported articles especially are exorbitantly 
high in Mexico, because they have to be 
paid for abroad in gold, and the depreci- 
ation of their money is so great that it re- 
quires nearly two dollars in silver to pay 
one in gold. 

Although our own silver dollar con- 
tains less fine silver than the Mexican 
dollar, one of ours is nearly equal in ex- 
changeable value to two of theirs, be- 
cause here the coinage is limited and the 
government issues the coins on its own 
account and has pledged its faith and 
credit to keep them as good as gold — a 
pledge that has been faithfully kept up 
to this time, notwithstanding the com- 
plaints and denunciations of our free 
coinage opponents. 

Under our policy the dollar paid to 
the laboring man for his wages is just as 
good and will purchase just as much in 
the markets as the dollar paid to the 
bondholders, or to any other class of 
creditors ; but if we are to have free and 
unlimited coinage of legal-tender silver 
for the benefit of the owners of the bull- 
ion, the government and the people at 
large w ould have no interest whatever in 
the coins, and it would be grossly unjust 
to require the Government to keep them 
equal in exchangeable value to gold. 
The dollars, as rapidly as coined, would 
be delivered to the owners of the bullion 
free of charge, and the government would 
have no legal or moral right to tax all 
the people of the country in order to pro- 
cure gold with which to redeem these 
private coins. The value of our dollar 
would, therefore, be no greater than the 
intrinsic or commercial value of the sil- 
ver contained in it, and its purchasing 
power in the markets would be dimin- 
ished about one-half; but the wages of 
labor would remain, for a long time at 
least, substantially at the present rates, 
or if they should be nominally increased 
on account of the depreciation of the cur- 
rency, experience in the past shows that 
they would not increase in proportion to 
the increase in the prices of commodities. 
Rises in the rates of wages take place 
very slow ly, w hile the prices of commo- 
dities move rapidly, at some periods 
changing several times in the course of a 
single day, and these movements are 
always mote frequent and more harmful 
when the currency is in an unsettled 
condition.

FERRYB OAT C APSIZED. 
r.leven Persons Known to Have 
Drowned at Cairo, Illinois. 

Cairo, May 27.— Tho most terrible 
accident in tho history of Cairo hap- 
pened yesterday morning shortly after 
b o'clock, when the ferryboat Kather- 
ine capsized, and 11 persons were 
drowned.

Georgo Davis, colored, employed in 
painting the boat. 

Louis Hall, colored, fireman. 

Asbury Alexander, colored, deckhand 
of the boat's crew. 

The ferry loft her landing at I 
(/• lock and was near the Illinois shor. 
about a mile above here when tho storm 
struck. She turned completely over 
and remained in that condition for some 
time. Her cabin, chimneys and bodie 
were carried away, nothing remaining 
but her hull and engines. 
JJThe captain, John P. Hacker, Engi 
ueer George McGeo, Clerk Stanley fo 
Mj and Joseph Curry, a passenger, es 
caped from tho wreck, and they assist 
ed Dr. Orr of Wieliffe, Ky., and other 
pneaengera out from the debris, and 
they all climbed up on tho Overturned 
hull, which was partly submerged. 
They expected every minute it would 
sink, and Hacker, Posey and Curry 
.swam ashore, while McGeo remained 
with Orr, who could not swim. 

Assistance was soou ut hand and the 
survivors wcro brought to this city, 
while work to find the missing was 
commenced. 

The bodies of Richard Thunnan, Miss 
Bertha Stanley and George Davis have 
been recovered. The boat has since 
lighted herself and lies with her stern 
considerably sunken. 

Posey, tho clerk, says the wind blow 
with terrific force, and the ruin struck 
his face with a force like a bullet. Ho 
got a bucket to protect his head. Dr. 
Urr was badly injured about tho head 
by ^falling timbers.

LOUISVILLE TOBACCO MARKET. 

Another Week of Very Light Busi- 
ness-No Improvement in 
Prices. 



The following is furnished by Glover 
•k Durrett, of the Louisville Tobacco 
Warehouse : 

Sales on our market for the week just closed 
amount to 1,-li'd hhds. with receipts for the same 
period IJBU hhds. Sales on our market since Jan- 
uary 1st amount to 71,21'i hhds. Sales of the crop 
of hW on our market to this date amount to 
7U,s;.| hhds. 

Our tobacco market has had another week of 
extremely light business with no general Im- 
provement In prices. During the week rains 
have occurred to some rxtcut over the greater 
part of both the hurley and dark tobacco belt 
and a great deal of transplanting has been done. 
In many sections half of the Intended crop has 
been put on the hill and In some localities the 
planting Is almost completed. The North East- 
ern part of the hurley section has had the small- 
est amount of rain and in that locality the set- 
ting has not been extensive. 

It Is likely that receipts will rapidly increase 
within the next two weeks.
